¢ A‘no-build’ plan, outlining projected changes to commuter rail, and 


assuming no expansions of North and South Stations. 


- A‘surface only’ plan, assuming currently planned projects at both 
North and South Stations (and including an increase to hourly service 
during the off peak on all lines). 

- An ‘aspirational surface only’ plan, assuming as much service as can be 
supported by the infrastructure. 


¢ A‘minimum tunnel service’ plan for each of the two tunnel 
alternatives, assuming no expansions of North and South Stations, 
maintaining the projected level of service (and not increasing fleet 
size) with an increase to hourly service during the off peak on all lines, 
and the use of dual-mode locomotives (Two alternatives, 2 and 4 track 
tunnel). 

¢ A‘maximum tunnel service’ plan for each of the two tunnel 
alternatives, assuming doubling of peak service levels from ‘minimum 
tunnel service’ hourly off peak services on all lines, no expansions of 
North and South Stations, and the use of dual-mode locomotives. 
(Two alternatives, 2 and 4 track tunnel). 

¢ An ‘aspirational tunnel service’ plan for each of the two tunnel 
alternatives, assuming as much service as can be supported by the 


infrastructure. (Two alternatives, 2 and 4 track tunnel). 
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
